Note:- The following record was copied by Hazel Hilton Dunlap (Mrs. L. L.) for 
General Richardson Chapter D.A.R. and the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research 
from the Bible of Taylor Bixby, now in the possession of mrs. Clyde Albertson of

Delila Schureman 9 Judd, a chartor member of the Detroit Society for Genonlog- 
ical Research, passed aiay at Detroit, wich., iiay 6, 1945, after a long painful ill- 
ness, qdurin,: «which her cheerfulness and high courage ‘ere the wonder and inspiration 
of the many fricnds vho visited hcr; comin, to cheer, they ere themselves cheered. 
She was born at Greenville, isich., June 12, 1895, the only child of R. T. 8 Judd 
(Daniel 7, Salmon 6, Orange 5, Timothy 4, Johathan 3, Benjamin 2, Thomas 1) end

She was © momber of Kapps K-apps Gamme fraternity of which she :‘as province vice- 
president. The Detroit Alumn:c Chapter has recently donated a fund to its national 
organization in her memory. 

At the age of six years she united ith the |.est Rome Beptist Church and later 
with the First Baptist Church of Adrian, «here she wes active in youn people's 
work in Suncey school end the music, not only of her o.n church, but of others. 

Ske was soloist upon many occasions, not only in Adrian, but leter in Detroit, un- 
til hor other activities revuired nost of her time. Aftor graduation from Adrian 

Cos2.oge, Dolila taucht English ot Northern High Schoo} in Detroit for five years, 

her siwdents remaining her fricnds during her life-time. 

She kocanc interested in personnel ‘ork and tins employed by the S. S. Kresge Co. 
as persourel manager of the .ood: ard Ave. anc Grand River store. From there sle 
was ca?le¢ to Chicago as assistant personnel manager of the Montgomery ‘.ard chain 
of stores. Because she .as suffering fro tuberculosis sho took a leave of absence; 
but upon recevory she vas um.illing to leave Dbetroit and becane personnel manager 
of Sears, Rocvuck an? Co's Grand River store. After five years, not ishing to be 
trausfcrred to the Philadelphia district, she became »yersonrei manacer of Cunning- 
ham liugs inc. She was ill ihen she left this comprny and did not recover. 

Deiila was e@ member of the Detroit Symphony Cheir ond sang :ith them ‘then they 
presensed Faca's "Passion" at Carnegie lell. Ne. York City, under the beton of 
Ossip Gabrilovwitsch. 

She loved her country - the country for ..hich her anecstors sacrificed and 
fought - and was ell informed on current histery and <overnmental trends. A mem- 
ber of the ‘ayne Co. Republican Club, she .-s appcinted ccolcyate to the 1942 
state conventions. 

From 1937 to 1939 sho was president of Northestcrn Business end Professional 
Women's Clubs; 1938-1949 she sss chairman of the State Finence Cormittoe. She was 
founder and first vico-president of the ‘lizhlend Psrk Business and “rofcessional 
women's Club and cditor of the :ichi.sn Business .omen's Bulletin. This letter 
work she did from her sick bed. Che also served :t the sac time as Publicity 
Chairman of the Detroit Society for Genealogical Resverch. And she knitted many 
garmcuts for the Red Cross. 

Delila was a member of the .ood ard Avenue Presbyterian Church and also of the 
Business end Profcssional women's Circle of the church. During her illness these 
ties became increusin, ty cloce. iier funeral service wus conducted from the church 
by the pactor, ilorbort Leccher Hudnut, D. D. and Robert Logan S.ain, D. D., who 
praised her loyalty snd the tlessin., shich she had bcen to tho church.
